he said was “their greed” for high­ 
er profits. 
The Democratic party standard- 
bearer who is seeking re-election 
spoke in the Jefferson county 
armory after he was greeted by 
; tens of thousands of persons on 
1 the downtown streets of Louisville. 
He charged: 
"There never was a more vicious 
or better organized campaign to 
mislead and deceive the American 
people.” 
Charges Conspiracy 
Mr. Truman charged that the 
“conspiracy” to destroy price con­ 
trols was spearheaded by the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufactur­ 
ers which he skid “is big business” 
and “is dominated by the officers 
of just a handful of giant corpora­ 
tions.”

ABOARD THE TRUMAN TRAIN. 
Oct. I.—Against the background 
of the darkening world crisis this 
crusade, as the president persist­ 
ently refers to it, hat at times an 
“Alice in Wonderland” quality. It 
It the mixtures at earthly court­ 
house politics with world-ehaklng 
issues that gives tho performance 
an eerie, unreal quality. 
Nothing illustrated this better 
than the sudden and unexpected 
visit to the train of Ambassador 
Walter Bedell Smith. Smith came 
by way of Moscow, Berlin and 
Paris where ho has boon directly In­ 
volved in the long and savage 
wrangle with the Russians ovar the 
ruins of Borlin. 
Tho president may have felt that 
It was esesntial to have an Immedi­ 
ate, firsthand report from hie am­ 
bassador to Moscow. It is hard to 
understand, however, why he could 
not have waited a few days until 
his return to Washington when 
Smith would still have hewn avail­ 
able.

The Communist leaden, now 
free on bail awaiting trial, were in­ 
dicted by a federal grand Jury in 
New York more than a year of in­ 
vestigation. 
McDowell struck back sharply at 
the Justice Department for accus­ 
ing the House spy probers of en­ 
gaging in “political 
activity” 
in 
their investigation of Soviet atomic 
espionage. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
Republican 
told reporters that the indictments 
“were drawn in such an unusual 
legal fashion” that “competent con­ 
stitutional lawyers” feel th it the 
Communist leaders will escape con­ 
viction. 
McDowell did not Iden­ 
tify the lawyers. 
McDowell added that the indict­ 
ments merely represented “win­ 
dow dressing” by the adm inistra­ 
tion because the committee has 
been prodding the Justice Depart­ 
ment to take action against Com­ 
munists.

Plant of Pennsylvania Power com« 
pany, which is being opened to the 
public for inspection this week, is 
a far cry from the small plants 
that served the limited electric re­ 
quirements of the area fifty years 
ago. 
The small companies that insti­ 
tuted electric service in New 
Castle. Sharon. Sharpsvllle. Green­ 
ville. Ellwood City and other com­ 
munities generated with small re­ 
ciprocating steam engines located 
in plants in the central business 
districts of the towns. Electrical 
demands were largely street light» 
tag and traction systems, with a 
few merchants who were willing 
to take a chance on the new meth­ 
od of lighting. 
Over the years electricity has 
assumed an ever-widening position 
in the daily life of individuals and 
communities. Lighting has long 
ceased to be its only function. 
Heat, cold, power, sound, all come 


to the electric customer today 
through the wires from the power 
plant. 


The result has been a tremen­ 
dous expansion in generating fa­ 
cilities, exemplified by the huge 
plant of the local company.
